There would al^vays m Bombay be a tendency for the increase of females to 
exceed that of males since the Uuicrants must necessarily be largely lualeSi and 
the sex proportions dieenssed in a later section siiou;.a steady increase in tho 
disproportion between the sexes. But the present Censns snfiers under the 
addUional disad^ntago of the disturbance of the sex propurtions everywhere by 
luduc'uza^ which eiiminntod more females than males. This ia referred to 
throughout the General Report. The estimated [n/tuec^a mortality given by 
the Sanitary CommiBsiouer on pages 4-1 and 45 of his Keporl for ISIS shows 
16.10*^ male and 1S,3S3 female doaths in Bombay. This gives a proportion of 
833 females to I,0(}0 male deaths, whereas the proportion of females to 1,000 
males hi the total population was 530 at the last Cwsus and 5^5 at this:^

86. The Table just.given exhibits aoino i>eculiar featunis—mainly in felua 
years l&T^^'Ond 1S81'. The most oonspiuaous is the shortage of persons in the

139. Btjll less juBtificntion would seem to exist for setting forth details of 
the land of power employed in Indnstrliil Establlshinentei regarding which fnll 
infonnation will be found in the Tables.

140. The CenstiB slips for Beggars, t&u., wore subjected to special sorting 
in order to take ont oertain figures, Xo TithuJation bj infirmities was attempted 
because—fl) Infirmities, not being entered on the ortlmmy Blipe, would have 
involved fnrllier opGratiom^ iu the way of referenoe to the EumuoEatton Btjoks, 
and therefore mctm cost^ (‘2) the Census reoerd of Infirmiti^ tanoiveiy valuable: 
and (3) by the tinte that the special sorting wim uadertaken Uie Cnrporaijon had 
decided to make a special count of begets, and in Ihal coimt infirmitiesp 
inutuding several which are not record^ at the Censija, were particularly 
attended to. The results of the Corponition^s special obunt are publish^ in 
Item No. fifi of their proceedings. 

141. In comparing Urn results of the two enquiries the illfieieut definitions

143. The total DiimbcrB oMftined at the apccml ofmat were (i,883. The 

Exeoiilive Ilealtb ^ Officer remarked — the figujcg do not represent llie total 
number of beggnrs in the City, but they may be acoeptod us conduaivu eridcfico 
that the total number whatever it may be ia conBidanibiy iu of 7,000." 

Tlu' figurea obtained nt the general Chiihus are 7 jil4, which hears out the 
Health Oflicer's remark. Yet even bd it has to ha remembared that oven in 
India Lhero are probabl 3 ' moth persona who, being truly licggsra, will falsely 
record their occui)ation as anything else, thou iricr eerna. On tile other hand 
again it liUfl also to be rcmeanljorcil that the figiirt^ of lieggars ore not likntvto 
be so constant from day to day as those of many other professionB. There is 
nothing to indicate whcUicr tlm date of the Census (IBtb March 1921) waa a 
date on which beggary would bo aWnt normuJ. On the whole the figure 8 OOO 
may lie fairly taken as the approximate number of beggara present iu Bombay 
on any day in 1921, this figure being coiruboiated by both coimte: and anv 
cousiderahly higher estimate hat nouUng to support it. ^

It would Beam that the Enomemtom at tho General Census did not alM'uyu 
make aii exact diGtiucticn between the two ocoupatioae. Nor is it to have 
boon oxpoekid that they would, since tmmy Beligioas Mendicantb would return 
“Bhikshuki" aa their piofossiofn, and in prsotico in the vemaoular languages the 
teims are used to deeciibo the two occupations. A Bmhmau beggar may 
be rogorcled aa a mUj^ous mendioonti but wih usnalfy dcsciibc him soil aa a 
beggirr. Onl^* ii any log^ action were taken to segregate Ircggois and laavo 
ndigions tnnndluanta to their oalling ho would ocrtamly pass Mmaelf oflf oa a 
mendicant. And for that rettacm the figuio of beggars who would have ia bo 
pruvtded for in auoh a oontin^oy is mnoh uearar 5,3tl7 than 0,G01. 

147. The hist Tuhle gives the distrilmtian among the seottaou of the 
Island, The t^ions in which beggars chioUy reside at night can thoreby |» 
detennined. Bhuleshwar oomee oasiiy first, Tha map also illnstrates distri¬ 
bution. 

148. Xhfi second Table gives distribution hy Castoo.^ Tho only sur¬ 
prising feature is the oxtraordmneily high mtiuber of Waghria. This oasiio is 
an exceedingly destitute caste from Gujarat. dAnd tho cause of the hiflux of 
those people aeems to call for emjniry. 

149. The third Table shows ai.9tTibutiion by Eirih-pkeo, The United 

Provineea send to Bombay large nninbera of boggora. This is in occurdoaco 

with general Biiib-pJaoe statistics. Of tin* toliJ populatJcn ei Bomliaj Oity no 
less ttmn 70,911 petaon* retumeti the United Ptoviiioes as their Birth-place,— 
a figure for higher than that for imy other sapamt© Provinca, aud 29 p«r cent, 
of the total number of those berro in India beyond the PresitUmoy.

The fonrth Table is ia three parteu The first pfl;rt gi'Pee the 
batloQ of Be^ars Age, Sex and Civil Qpndition. Tho secoad jjart ooini^azes 
the age dietnbuUon with that of tlie General population. Ae might be 
Gcpeoted tho proportion of beggars in the lowest age ^nps is tower and in the 
highest a^ groups highi^ than lha proportions for the Oenml population This 
calls for ho comment. Thu third part com pores the diattibution b^ Civil Condi- 
tioa with that oJ the mmltaT distriontion for the General popttiation„ each age 
group being treated separately. Here as be exp^ted, beggars are found 
to marry late. The suddetmess with which the married peroentoge begins at 
age 30~25 is however nnuatnral. In all snoh studlee there would noimialJy be 
a gradnal progresajon of figures vend this ts observable in tire puroentagee Cot 
the Gene^ population. The esplanution is not at the moment obvious; but 
it must be remembered that if the age group 20-35 wore analysed down to 
individual years the gradual progrcfision might quite posHlbty be luund to evist^ 
though not observable when the figures arc studi^by five year ^ups Tho 
fibres however demonstrate that child Widows do not seem to be dnven to 
b^gaiy, nor yoftng married women theae points are iinpartent.

1^ The Table shows olBiirly that together with the iaewaae in the number 
of jirostitutoB there baa been a oouceartintion into more and more definite areas, 
f'rout many Sechous they have disappeared, and from others ate dkaiipeKriiig. 
The twci Seotioas Kamatipora and Tardeo oontained in lUOl 18 per cant, of the 
total ntimher of ptoatitutes, and in l^ai no lose than 45 per oent. The signLli- 
conce of this wiU he understood later. 

159. The number of dependents on prostitutes (both sexes) in fOQl was 
477, aad in 1921 (hrraaloa) 630. It is impossible now to gnesa whether any 
mates wore returned as dependimts in 1911. Bat aftsumieg a dniilarily d 
cuatom it may be fifeatedaa approximately oorrecl that the proportion d depend- 
entfl to actual workers was in 1991, 1 in 4*1, and Enl95il, 1 in 5*7. Tl» 
d^ifit'ance of this also will appear later.

• Procurets, Brothel Keepers, i&o., is 489 males,—104 actual workers and 385 
dependcnbi. No females returned such an occapatiou. This is important. 
It Is well known that many old women keep brothels in Bombay, as in all cities. 
Bat it is probable that sll suoh are backed up by a malo supporter. As a matter 
fact the 4B9 males were all or almost uU tetnmeii os Procurers or Pimps and 
their de^ndeiits, and not us Brothel House Keeper, on ocuupatiaii which would 
be oonsideTed dongerons to ratnni. The Oenaus ominot get at tl^ aumb^ in 
secret occupatiuns. Bni the great incre^ of our dgnre 4^ over the Bgum 28 
in 1901 seoum to imply inereased callousness of nphiioD m certain quurtera 
of Boiobay. There may not be propOTtionately more pimps than before; but 
there seem to he proportionately more who do not mind prootaiming thomselvee 
suoh.

Kmif^hfiu is 
pui'lia^js rather a North Indian occupational term for prostituto than a true 
ca^tc. The abiiciice of Mumli from the retams is noticeable, and is probably 
due to fear of proseoution, it being well known that Govemmeat mterdicted the 
practice of dedicating girls as iTuialis, The large number of Yanis is rather 
surprising. 

It54, The age dlstHbution is of interest mainly in the 0-14 puriod. it 
will bo uotieod that the mimbors as ages after 0 show a tendency to incite 
In Hue earliest years from 0 to 8 or 9 the majority of the dependents wilt lie 
children or relntions of their supporters.

Vel it will lie 
seen tb&t the bomadary of the GanUjus Quarter oonltl not 00 com pie tod, nur 
could the bomuktrieB of the areas known ns Ki.-4tmiirj, Almirynpnr tuid Shamspir 
he shown; while a gluDCC iit City Table I will show Ihnl tho area of tho Iasi 
tu'O units W'us ruported as ‘"unknown''. There does not exist any single map 
of the whole Municipal area, correaixiuding with thi» magnifictjnt nwps of 
Bombay, or the very usefiit map of AJiiuedabud Alumoiiiali^, wtiich wero 
itUiised'for preparing tie maps hi Chapters FI itud fFt. To prejMire even aakctifh. 
map of Karachi 1 had to piece together several dideieiit imipa m »liiicirtuili< 
scales. These dldioiiities are al] due to ciroumstoucea. Karachi is a uitishroom 
city, ever expanding over a trsict of aiiud, iht edges aubniorged for exteosivo 
to <^£ferfinti depths ab dtUerent stabes of tla* bide. Groitei arri htiillr 
from time to time, thus cbuiigmg the aliape of tho suhiuRr^ible portions* Them 
is a complicated tJautoninent boundary in the heart of the Municipal area, 11 
eeoond siualler Cantoiunont at Manoru, several outlying pl^e like RaW and 
Bhit of undefined extent and nuiy partially under Hu&Jetpitl oontrol, aud 
numerous distent patches of irregular shape and sixo like tlie Munidpal 
Quarries. Allowances have therefore to bo made. But even $0 there ate points 
which mdleate scope for improvement next time. Apart from the numerous 
omisstous and mielakes loimd in the Schedule of all uuihi it may be muationed 
that, wliile careful arrimgcments were made in Bombay for enumeration of 
|x^rauua on the station platforms, and while Ahmedabiid added a round to 
it» population by admirable platform otigauioation, at Karachi there seems to 
have been no platform (ummcraLimi at all. How far the Port ariungcmcuts 
resulted in a niimerically complete eruimoratiou Uvero is no opportunity lot 
estimating; but the figures of the units in charge of the Port Officer, piud the 
Customs appear more aatisfActory than those of units iu charge of the Railway. 

101. The most imiiortanti preliminary next time, should he the demarcation 
of Census tiuits on a single large scale map. And this roup sboald he afterwards 
avaikble for the iI]iist.ration of tho figures as presented in the Report and Tables. 
In the COSO of Unite with extenaivo areas Euuraenitor iniCrols should be organis- 
rtl to keep on eye on the lunelier poi tiuns 01 the txxmciaries.

8. It would be r^loes to ootopare the nnmber of buildings in Bombay 
with those in any other capital City in India, because the spooial local dehnition 
of fitiilding is probably not elsewhere adopted, and even if adopted migbc 
not 1)0 applied in an exactly com parable way. The hgurea of hiuldings in 
Karachi and Ahnicdabad wUl be compared with Bombay in the Chapters

But tl^o are of 
iioccsMiy excejdiona. Thus Kamatiijura has the highlit number of buildings 
per acre (19), and the density of its population is 714, whereas Knmhharwa^ 
with a density of 736 has only 17 buildings pw note.

In Shadier Ketada {I7 per oenL ol the population live in l^roomed tenements, 
and in sevml other Pam Wards over 9(1, whereas in EWdin and other better 
elofie portions of the olty only a anmll proportion live in this class of tenements, 
ftnd there Is a preferenco for ^^roumod tenements, with many of Lirgor 
numbers of rooms also. 

'fhe dlatobution by religions in lEousiug Table "VTI shows that in Ahmed* 
ill mu! the Jains and Parser are eisooptionally woU'tO'do, very few living In sutall 
tenenumts, and many in tenements witli /I roouis auil over. ^0 Hindus and 
M^unuedans ouuupy a middle plaoe, willi the Clhristlaus easliy the twrest. 
This distrihutiion diSors oonsiderably from the dmtiihution by religions in 
Bornbay, where tinr J'nhia are by ng means specially well-to-do, at any rate us 
judged by the numbar of rooms oonupied by their fatailtes, and Christians show 
a much higher Level than in Ahmednbud,
